fortion of Cork City destroyed in the fires 
of 11-12 December last have been commenced 
in the case of two firms in Patrick street.

Chillingworth and Levies’ ornate design has 
been approved, and Messrs Delaney and Son 
are making good progress with the erection 
of the ground storey, which will enable the 
firm to resume trading in a short time. One 
ean readily understand how the Reconstruction 
Committee is almost bewildered at times by 
the magnitude of the task which they have 
unde en and the almost insurmountab 
difficulties which beset them at every turn, 
but at the same time they have comyleted one 
important portion of their work. “ have 
established a uniform frontage line in Patrick 
street from Mehbchant street to Cook street 
o to valuable concessions of ground chiefly 
R W. Roche, of Roche's Stores, 
essrs. Cash and Co,, and have achieved 
what they consider a suitable rectification of 
what wes a very irregular line and strect 
facade. Eois of Winthrop street vs 
one an a can ardly be solved in the present 
state of the city’s finances without outside 
aid. It bears much the same relation to 
Cork as Grafton street to Dublin, and is so 
narrow that ite traffic, both pedestrian and 
wheeled, is ab most times in a state of un- 
comfortable congestion.

O'Regan, Scully, O'Connell and Co., and 
Messrs. Burton and Co., with the result that 
they have met with approval. Messrs. O'Regan 
and Co. have nearly completed their ground 
floor, a fact which further complicates the 
Robert street problem, as the side of ihe 
building extends along the eastern side oí 
Robert street to a depth of about sixty feet. 
The Reconstruction Committee, however, will 
not allow this to stand in their way and will 
have the building taken down again if neces- 
sary. The new building lines, . enforced by 
the Corporation of the city, will add much to 
the beauty of Patrick street when its recon- 
struction is complete, but it is feared that the 
work will occupy many yeare. The permits 
issued by the City Engineer for the temporary 
structures require renewal every six months. 
Several of the erections by the big drapery 
firms are estimated to have a hfe ranging 
from twenty to thirty years, and the conten- 
tion of the Reconstruction Committee is to 
refuse to renew these permits if there is un- 
reasonable delay in proceeding with the erec- 
tion of the approved permanent structures.
